Parliament. But I was perefectly amaz d, when

moſt Numerous, and moſt Powerful; but, be-

II. The Party of the Whrggs, or Lom- Church 


men, is made up of ſuch Church- men, as have a 


Brotherly Tenderneſs for the Diſſenters; and of 


the Diſſenters themſelves: And both theſe are 
alſo for Monarchy, tho' perhaps in a more re- 
ſtrain'd Senſe than the other. | 


III. The Jacobites conſiſt of ſome Members of 
the Church of England, and of all the Roman Ca- 


tholicks of the Kingdom, the firſt of whom up- 


on a Principle of Conſcience; the others of Duty, 
Inclination and Intereſt, did conſtantly adhere to 
the late King James, and as far as in them lay, 
promoted his Rectaurat ion, as they now do that of 
the Pretender. This Party is of itſelf hardly con-

IV. Thecepublicans, or Common-wealth's- men 

This Party, a Spawn of the old Oliverians, or 
Cromwelliſts, conſiſts of a few Presbyterians, and 
all the Independants of this Nation, who would 
make no manner of Figure by themſelves, but 
that they joyn themſelves with the true Whigs: 
Tho? with as ſmall Encouragement from them, 


as the Jacobites receive from the High-Church- 


Men; and as little Conformity to their Political 
Principles. 

From theſe INTRUSIONS it comes topaſs,that 
upon any Cortentions and Diſputes that ariſe be- 
tween the Two Great Parties of this Nation, the 
Tories and Whiggs, they mutually aſperſe one 
another with the odious Appellations of the Minor 
Party, which ſometimes lurks amongſt them; ſo 
that the Tories call the Whiggs Republicans, and 
the Whiggs call the Tories Jacobites.
